JAPAN'S FOREIGN .TRADE. 


The figures for Japan's foreign trade during 
the first six months of the current year show a 
total of 399,726,279 yen, against 429,230,814 
yon during the corresponding period of 1905, a 
reduction of 20,510,585 yen, 

Tho signal falling off is in imports, ‘Those 
aggregated 286,462,831 yoo in 1905 and only 
923,049,061 yen inthe current year, a diminu- 
tion of 63,413,300 yen.. Ob the other hand, 
exports incressed frow 142,767,953 yen in 1905 
01 76,070,718 yen in 106, being a development 
of 33,902,765 yon. A it 

Doubtless this result will be welcomed by 
TJapancss economists since the unfavourable 
balance of trad>, which was 143,604,908 yen io 
the firat six months of 1¢ 5, fell during the 
corresponding period of the’ current year to, 
46,378,843 you: Tt is probubla that the threo 
months of July, August and September will seo 
heavy importulions in anticipation of thy new 
statutory tariff's operation, but on the whole 
the excess imports will probably nut be greater 
than it was in.
